'eighth jjrade schools in districts which have no High 
course, Ihe privilege of attending any High school i 
vicinity which oilers a four year course, Ihe expense to he 
met by the dislricl from whieji.the.pupil comes, is.regarded as 
one of Hie besl pieces of school legislation cnaclcil iir years. 
Following is Ihe complete bill and should he read hy all who 
have children who mighl henelil from.its provisions, and a like 
law should be passed by every stale in the Union: 


Section I. Be. it enacted by the people of Ihe stale of Illinois, 


represented in Ihe general assembly: That graduates of the 
eighth grade residing in a school dislricl in which no public 
High school is maintained,- shall be. admitted, upon the pay- 
ment of luilion In any public High school, with Ihe conscnlol 
Ihe school board in which'such High school is situated. The. 
tuition of such pupils shall be paid by Ihe dislricl in which they 
reside, from all funds not otherwise appropriated, but in no 
case shall Ihe tuition per pupil exceed Ihe per capita cost ot 
maintaining Ihe I ligli school selected. The parent, or guard- 
ian, shall select the school to be attended, subject lo Ihe ap- 
proval of the school directors of the home district. Provided, 
however, that the 'High school selected oilers a program of 
studies extending I h rough four years. -The application oM.his 
acl shall not relate lo dislricls lhal provide work in Ihe ninth 
and tenth grades, except to pupils who have completed the 
work of such grades.
